It said Mr. Eisenhow er's program 
of flexible supports may have “ long-

tually place the farm family in a 
w orse position in the short ru n .” 


The recom m endation is expected 
to give fresh am m un itio n to the 
congressional farm bloc which is 
getting set to fight to extend the 
present system of rigid high price 
pegs on basic crops.
